New Traffic Signal at Lankershim Boulevard

jaywalking tickets and pedestrians dodging vehicles, (like in the “Frogger” video game), has been 
transformed into a safe and comfortable pedestrian link across Lankershim Boulevard, 
connecting the NoHo People Street Plaza, a bicycle corral, transit stops, the Art Institute, a new 
movie theater, and the many exciting restaurants and shops.
